The Insurance Rates 
To Be Less On Autos; 
Local Owners Benefit 


oOo 

Every private passenger auto- 
mobile owner in Massachusetts 
will have a reduction in his au- 
tomobile liability insurance rates 
in 1937, according to tentative 
rates announced by Insurance 
Commissioner DeCelles. 

The commissioner retains the 
nine-rate territories, or zones, 
which he established for 1936, 
when he reduced them from 22 
in 1935. There are few changes 
in territorial make-ups. 

Northfleld is in Zone 9 and the 
rate will be approximately 45 
cents less. Western Massachusetts 
towns and cities fall into three 
zones, 7, 8, and 9. In the follow- 
Ing statement of rates W and X 
cars are those of light or medium 
classifications while Y cars are 
those of the heavy group: 

Zone 7—W and X cars, present 
$31.40, proposed $29.95; Y cars, 
present, $33.05, proposed, $32.55. 

Zone 8—W and X cars, present 
$26.45 proposed $24.90; Y cars, 
present $27.85, proposed $27.10. 

Zone 9—W and X cars, present 
$19.25, proposed $17.80; Y cars, 
present $21.60, proposed $21.45. 

The commissioner did not 
make public rates for motorcy- 
cles, trailers, taxicabs and other 


_commercial..vehicles.~These. will 


be given out later, when adver- 
tisements of rates will be pub- 
lished and the date for the public 
hearing on the proposed rates, 
which are much lower than in- 
surance companies demanded, 
will be announced. The law re- 
quires promulgation of the rates 
by the 15th. . 

If the tentative rates are made 
final,.the motor car owners of 
the state will benefit to the ex- 
tent of about 32,000,000 as com- 
pared with 1936 costs. 

The commissioner announced 
that if the new schedule is put 
into effect—and he thinks it will 
be—it will work out so that ev- 
ery municipality in. the state will 
receive a reduction. —

Police of 
the state and the State Troopers 
are urged to take the numbers of 
all cars traveling at an unwar- 
ranted speed. Evidently North- 
fleld will not be overlooked. for 
within the last few days state 
police have visited here each day 
agd on their motorcycles have 
kept vigil of the highways. Co- 
icident with the action of Mass- 
achusetts, New York State. has 
now made the limit 40 miles per 
hoyr. In a statement to the po- 
lice, Registrar Goodwin says: 
“The récord for the past week, 
during which 26 persons were 
killed, indicates e necessity 
for immediate and drastic action.

Fred B. Smith Dies; 
Was Religious Leader; 
Well Known Here

Word reached here last Satur- 
day of the death of Rev. Fred B. 
Smith noted pacifist and leader 
in men’s work for missionary ef- 
fort and law enforcement. He 
was 70 years of age and had been 
ill for three months. In his gen- 
eration he had served actively as 
an evangelist und was well 
known throughout the world for 
his various crusades. In charac- 
ter he was an _ internationalist, 
and in early life was connected 
with the work of the Y. M. C. A. 
Born in Lone Tree, lowa, on 
Dec. 24, 1865, the son of Robert 
A. and Eudora Dinwiddie Smith, 
he passed a rugged boyhood in 
the West when the West was still 
“wild.” He got what schooling he 
could, and began business life as 
a salesman in the Western coun- 
try after attending the State Uni- 
versity of lIowa for one year. 
Later he received degrees of LL. 
D. from Ursinus College, and S. 
T. D. from Syracuse University. 
He was a former Moderator of 
the Congregational churches, was 
an author of several books and 
a distinguished writer. It seems 
only a few months ago that the 
Editor greeted him in Northfield 
when at the hotel as the guest of 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert E.” Roberts. 
That afternoon he went over to 
Mount Hermon when the students 
were privileged to hear him in 
a most interesting address. He 
leaves a widow and five children. 
His home was in White Plains, 
New York.

Washington and the Courts 


What did President Washington 
and Congress do when the courts 
found a law unconstitutional? 

In 1803 Chief Justice Marshall 
rendered his famous decision on the 
power of the Courts as specified in 
our Constitution. But eleven years 
earlier, in 1792, Congress passed 
and President Washington approved 
a law providing that federal circuit 
courts examine pension claims of 
wounded soldiers. Several circuit 
courts (then composed of Supreme 
Court Justices) questioned the law 
and the Circuit Court of Pennsyl- 
vania wrote to Washington saying: 

“Upon due consideration, we have 
been unanimously of opinion, that 
under this act, the Circuit Court 
... could not proceed ... because 
the.business directed by this act is 
not of a judicial! nature. It forms no 
part of the »%ower vested by the 
Constitution in the courts of the 
United States; the Circuit Court 
must consequently have proceeded 
without constitutional authority.”

Congress had been delegates to and 
President Washington had been 
chairman of the Constitutional Con- 
vention. They knew the power our 
Constitution gives to our Courts. 
They did not object or claim that 
the Court usurped a power. Con- 
gress accepted the Court's opinion 
and changed the law.

It isn’t too long a jump from 
flowers to shade trees so I hustled 
myself into Boston last week and 
took in some of the sessions at 
the National Shade Tree confer- 
ence. This was a meeting of tree 
men all over the country to dis- 
cuss the problems confronting 
the lover of trees in their desire 
to preserve the beauty of the

pests of trees. They had a demon- 
stration of this new equipment at 
the Waltham Field Station. 

It included the spraying of 
trees from an auto-gyro, spray- 
ing with ground equipment that 
shot a stream of spray 150 feet 
into the air, installation of light-

such a meeting was held, repre- 
senting the whole country; shows 
that the shade tree is now re- 
garded as very valuable property 
and worth preserving at any 
cost. 

When you stop to consider that 
a scientist, examining 4000 spe- 
cies of trees found almost 100 
different diseases; and remem- 
bering that there are probably 
as many different kinds of in- 
sects that feed upon the trees; 
it’s a terribly nice feeling to peo- 
ple like you and me who own a 
few beautiful trees to know that 
such a meeting is held every 
year. ‘ 

But say, you should have seen 
the up-to-date equipment that’s 
available now to fight the many. 
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TWO DAXS 
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become valuable in the future by 
playing an important’ part™~in 
large tracts of woodland. The 
European Spruce Sawfly is 
threatening the New England 
spruce, and this method of poi- 
soning will be an effective means 
of battling this pest. 

That new device mentioned 
for. fertilizing trees was particu- 
larly interesting to me. There 
were two parts to it—an air drill, 
about two and one-half feet long, 
like they use on the streets; and 
the part that applies the fertiliz- 
er. First they drilled into the 
ground, about two feet and then 
the pipe of the other piece is put 
in this hole. Fertilizer is poured 
into a funnel-like arrangement at 
the top and forced into the pipe 
leading into the ground. Two 
hoses lead to this pipe, one furn- 
ishing water and the other com- 
pressed air. First the air is turn- 
ed on and the ground literally 
rises under one’s feet. While the 
air is holding the soil.in this 
loosened condition the other 
valve is turned on and the water 
forces the fertilizer to the tree 
roots. 

The meetings had many sub- 
jects discussed by authorities 
from all parts of the country. 
Some of them by government re- 
search men showing that even 
Uncle Sam is now playing a part 
in helping us save our .shade 
trees, others by men in private 
enterprise and several by men 
from the State College. 

When a fellow reads in the 
daily papers and garden maga- 
zines about this new disease or 
that new insect that has just ap- 
peared, and that it’s liable to do 
so much damage to a certain 
kind of tree, he just wonders 
what it is all coming to. 

Well, I won’t worry any more 
about them, I’ll call on some of 
these expert tree men who are 
keeping up to date and know 
what to do.
